Why they failed to do it 
can only be expluined, therefore, by cun- 
siderations of cost, In the sane wy 
competent observers trace the couse of the 
ffurkish dbdcle in the Balkans primarily to 
the employnont of partially trained and 
untrained troops in baitie The Turkish 
General Staff was. not slow to nppreciate 
the real eausa of the disnster. When the 
Bulgarians gave them the opportunity to 
reorganise after the retreat, their first 
action. was to eliminute as faras possible 
the partinlly-trained clement from. their 
fiold army, and to man the lines at Chataldja 
with units composed of old soldiers. The 
misorablocaricatures in kbali, who had fled 
from thebattlefield, were collectéd in gangsto 
dig trenches and bury the cholera casualties. 
‘The wisdom of this change of policy by the 
Turkish General Staff was immediately ond 
strikingly demonstrated by thie defence of 
the linesat Chataldja,. Here tle.well-troined 
Turkish troops, snug in their trenches, not 
only gave pause to ‘the Bulgarian advance, 
put handsomely defeated their attack, and 
jn'about tho only’ close fighting that, toolr 
place during the campaign showed. a great 
‘superiority to the Bulgarians.” Thes Lord 
Rovers says it would seem that the lesson 
of this ‘Thracian campaign, in which tho 
military reputation of the Ottoman ,Empire 
came tumbling down like ‘a castle built. of 
cards, ‘was ‘almost Providentially sent. to 
swarn, England «agniyst: the ‘folly. of. its
